1. IN OP-ED PIECE IN WASHINGTON POST, STEPHEN S. ROSENEELD 
SAID BASIC POLITICAL FACTOR IN ARMS RACE "IS DECISION BY 
DIFEERENT PEOPLES OR ELITES TO HAVE STATES OR SOCIAL SYSTEM 
OF THEIR OWN." ROSENEELD SAID 20TH CENTURY IDEOLOGICAL 
RIVALRIES GAVE TREMENDOUS IMPETUS TO ARMS BUILDING. ARMS 
RACE IS NOT TRICK OR ACCIDENT BUT "PREDICTABLE RESULT OF 
NATIONALISM ACTING ON AFFLUENCE AND TECHNOLOGY," HE POINTED 
OUT. "NEEDLESS TO SAY, THIS DOESN'T MEAN THAT EVERY ARMS 
PROGRAM OR ARMS SALE IS WISE AND NECESSARY. IT DOES MEAN 
THAT ARMS DECISIONS ARE NO MORE IMMUNE FROM ERROR THAN 
OTHER AREAS OF PUBLIC POLICY." TO SLOW ARMS RACE, ROSENEELD 
CONCLUDED, YOU MUST PROVIDE ALTERNATIVE WAYS OF HELPING 
PEOPLE PROTECT "LEGITIMATE THINGS, THEIR INDEPENDENCE OR 
SECURITY, FOR WHICH THEY ARMED IN FIRST PLACE. GOOD DIPLO- 
MACY - EASING OF TENSIONS OR SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES OR 
RESOLUTION OF GRIEVANCES - IS BEST ARMS CONTROL POLICY." 
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2. BERNARD GWERTZMAN OF NEW YORK TIMES, REPORTING ON PRESI- 
DENT CARTER'S NEWS CONFERENCE, SAID PRESIDENT AVOIDED 
CONFRONTATION WITH ISRAEL AND ITS SUPPORTERS BY PLEDGING 
THAT U.S. HAD "SPECIAL SECURITY RESPONSIBILITIES" TO ISRAEL 
AND THAT "SPECIAL TREATMENT" WOULD BE GIVEN TO ISRAEL WITH
